Killer of Boy Who Teased 
Him Finds Friends As 
Execution Nears 


MCALISTER, Okla., March S.— 
Half a century too late, C. E. Marble 
is learning that people are ready to 
give him their friendship. 
Had he known as much BO or BO 
years ago, he might not be where 
he is now—in a death cell of the j 
Oklahoma penitentiary, waiting for 
March IS, when he la due to be 
electrocuted. 
Marble lived in a shack on a 
vacant lot In the town of Ingersoll, 
where he was known as the "town 
crab." 
Boys made his life mis­ 
erable by pestering him and killing 
his pets. Finally he killed one of 
two brothers and wounded the other 
and their father. He begged Judge 
Charles Swindall to sentence him 
to 
death, 
and his 
request was 
granted. 
Now, with death In the offing, 
Marble is finding 
friends 
every­ 
where. From San Francisco to Bos­ 
ton, people who never heard of him 
prior to his strange plea for elec­ 
trocution are writing to him. Many 
have offered to care for him the rest 
of his days if the governor of Okla­ 
homa sets him free. 
Jolly As Death Approaches 
Marble, a "crab" no longer, but 
rather Jaunty 
and jolly 
through 
some weird 
mental 
reaction to 
death’s close approach, is appre­ 
ciative of the interest the public Is 
taking in him. 
He still wants to go to the chair 
at the appointed time, however. 
“It’s awfully good of everybody," 
Marble remarked with a smile. “I 
never dreamed I would stir up so 
much dust* Imagine anyone want- j 
Ing to make an old worthless crim- I 
inal like me happy. But I’m happy 
already—happier than ever before. 
"I Just ask one favor of society. 
Kill me. I’m ready this minute to 
go. 
"If this proves a lesson to boys 
in general, I’ll feel I haven't lived ! 
and died In vain." 
It’s just like the man to philoso­ 
phize. 
Marble Is a thinker. 
He 
likes to puff away at his pipe and 
.analyze weighty questions. 
"Nearly everyone who writes to 
me recounts some experience with 


i bad boys,” he went on. "I like that. 
1 It shows the dust I’ve stirred up has 
set people to studying. 
Some Send Him Money 
"Some of them send me money. 
One girl In El Reno asked me to 
.will her my fiddle." 
No, there's nothing sad about 
Marble's rendezvous with death. In­ 
habitants of "death row** usually 
are moody and morose. Their souls 
wear down to the raw. But Marble, 
with his whiskers and his pipe, Is 
a typically laughing, talkative old 
grandpa, 
Of the killing for which he awaits 
execution, Marble speaks In a mat­ 
ter-of-fact way. 
He refers to it 
as "my crime." 
"It seems as lf a great weight has 
been lifted from my soul since I 
shot those boys,” he commented. 
Marble Is a man of mystery. Who 
he was and what he did before he 
appeared in Ingersoll a few years 
ago and took up quarters in a rick­ 
ety shack in a deserted lot, he will 
not tell. 
Reared in Homa of Hats 
"Til tell you this much,” he said. 
“I was reared In a home of hate. 
My father hated my mother and she 
never knew what ‘Home Sweet 
Home’ meant. Even my little shack 
in Ingersoll was not happy because 
of the boys. 
"Several years ago I visited the 
neighborhood where I used to live. 
But I did not go near my elater’* 
house. I knew I would not be wel­ 
come there.” 
That is all he will say about him­ 
self. 
In the gray dawn of March IS, 
Marble will be electrocuted—unless 
something Intervenes. It Is possible 
he will be given a reprieve» but 
nothing has been said of anything 
of the kind at the state capital yet. 
"I will appreciate anything the 
public can do to prevent commuta­ 
tion of my sentence or fun? delay In 
the execution of it." Marble said.

RELATE FINDS 


OF EXPEDITION 


Among the countless experiences 
in 
the 
Mongolian 
mountains 
of 
Roy Chapman Andrews, head of 
the Third Asiatic expedition, who 
will lecture here Monday afternoon 
under the auspices of the Ebell 
society, 
none 
gave 
him 
keener 
pleasure, 
according 
to 
his 
ac­ 
count, than his success in hunting 
the famous “Golden Takin”, that 
rare creature which is related to 
the chamois and to our own Rocky 
mountain goat, but is far more 
remarkable than either. 
It is said th at shooting a takin 
is the secret ambition of every 
big game hunter, but it seldom 
realized, because of the anim al's 
rarity. It lives among the highest 
peaks of China’s roughest moun­ 
tains, Is keen of scent and fleet 
of foot and very few ever have 
been secured by even the most 
intrepid of big game hunters. 
W rites of Hunt 
In 
describing 
his 
successful 
hunt, Dr. Andrews wrote: 
“The takin were In the thick 
bamboos on the sum m it of very 
rough 
peaks 
at 
an 
altitude 
of 
12,000 feet. 
W ith rare luck, I shot 
a splendid cow and her calf, a f­ 
ter days of following. 
I never 
have beheld any anim al so re­ 
markable as the live takin. 
It 
really is the reincarnation of the 
golden 
fleece. 
They are 
bright 
golden yellow 
and, 
when seen 
among the green bamboos, give a 
really starling effect.” 
While this was an achievement. 
it fades into nothingness In the 
minds of scientists, in comparison 
to the scientific exploits of the 
expedition, which now Is on Its 
fourth year In the Mongol plains 
The party of 41 men, only 14 of 
whom are American scientists and 
aides, the rem ainder being Mongol 
helpers and guides, went Into a 
country where w hits men never 
before had been seen and where 
automobiles never had been heard 
of. 
It was a rem arkable opportunity 
to secure the spirit of present day 
life in the far-off corner of the 
world and motion picture men of 
Mongol peasafits, quaintly garbed 
Mongol peasants, quaintly garbed 
Lamas in their temples, Chinese 
princes—all 
were 
there for 
the 
cam era to secure and the con­ 
trast offered by those primitive 
conditions and the Americans in 
their modern 
motor 
cars was 
striking, indeed, says Andrews. 
Are Penetrating Past 
Aided by the Mongols on their 
camels (there are 143 camels In 
the expedition) the scientists are 
making 
their 
way 
deeper 
and 
deeper Into the desert—and into 
the past. 
For it was there in 
the Desert of Gobi th a t the re ­ 
markable find of dinosaur eggs 
aroused the interest of the world 
and linked the present with past 
ages so remote th at mind scarcely 
can grasp the millions of years 
that have elapsed since those eggs 
were deposited by the prehistoric 
creature.

T he law provide* four differen t 
m ethods by which autom obile m ay 
qualify a* to financial responsibil­ 
ity. 
The first m ethod la by insurance. 
B lanks have been furnished to all 
Insurance com panies doing business 
In C onnecticut upon 
w hich 
th ey 
certify to the departm ent th a t an 
Insurance policy covering th e 
lia ­ 
bility specified under the new Irt* 
has been issued to th e applicant for 
registration. 
The financial resp o n ­ 
sibility required Is th at it m ust be 
sufficient to satisfy any claim for 
dam ages by reason of personal in - 
! Jury to, or death of, any person, to 
a t least $10,000, and for property 
dam age to th e extent of $1,000. 
The second m ethod Is by filing a 
bond. 
The th ird m ethod Is by d ep o sit­ 
ing cash w ith the sta te treasu rer. 
He will issue a receipt for th e d e ­ 
posit and m ay pay interest on it a t 
a ra te of not more than 5 per cent. 
The fourth m ethod la by deposit­ 
ing collateral w ith the state tre a s ­ 
urer. T he com m issioner 
of 
m otor 
vehicles Is the determ ining a u th o r­ 
ity of the sta te as to the am o u n t 
and kind of collateral th at w ill be 
accepted. 
A pplicants for registration s ta r t­ 
ed w ith clean slates when th e law 
w ent Into e ffe c t Since th a t date, 
accidents, and 
convictions 
havs 
called forth evidence of financial re ­ 
sponsibility. T his guaranty ag ain st 
dam age claim s m ust be continued 
as long as the m otor vehicle com ­ 
m issioner sees fit, under penalty of 
refusal to renew registration. T he 
g uaranty can not be w ithdraw n in 
less than three years and then only 
if during th a t period of 
probation 
the re g istra n t m aintains 
a 
clean 
record. If a m otorist from outside of 
C onnecticut refuses to post a g u a r­ 
anty, the com m issioner m ay refuse 
him th e rig h t to operate an a u to ­ 
mobile in Connecticut. 
M otor-vehicle accidents and co n ­ 
victions w ill bring before the com ­ 
m issioner for financial 
q u a lifica ­ 
tion each y ear about 15 per cen t of

Out of these, about one-half w ill be 
cases w here no departm ent decree 
follows. T he other half, or from 15,- 
000 to 17,500 persons, will be re q u ir­ 
ed to g u aran tee their financial r e ­ 
sponsibility.

“Those m il­ 
lions are now organized fo r action 
and progress. Before th is tim e, n a ­ 
tions fighting C hina w ere com bat­ 
ting overlords and th e ir underlings. 
Now they would h av e 
th# 
people 
them selves to fight.” 
The Institute o f 
P acific 
R ela­ 
tions. Dr. W ilbur said, has as 
its 
purpose the fostering of 
harm ony 
am ong all the countries of the P a ­ 
cific. A rrangem ents for th e

A San Francisco judge has handed down a decision that 
emasculates the law against betting on horse races. It was Macbeth 
who inveighed against “keeping the word of promise to the ear and 
breaking it to the hope.” This decision does not even keep it to the 
ear. 
A gambling room was taking bets on horse races run at 
Tia Juana. 
The proprietors were arrested, charged with operating 
a gaming place. 
The court decided that it was not gaming unless 
the races were actually run and that the only proof of such run­ 
ning must be eyewitnesses. 
So long as the policemen who made 
the arrests did not see the horses run, some 700 miles away, there 
was no proof of actual gambling, the court said. 
It is just such absolutely silly decisions as that which have 
given the American people contempt for the courts. 
The purpose 
of the statute is to stop gambling. 
Its evils are great. 
The whole 
nation suffers from them. Especially betting on horse races and oth­ 
er forms of sports is demoralizing to youth, who waste their time 
and money and are often led into stealing and defalcation. 
The 
court must have been perfectly aware of the purpose of the law, 
also that its spirit and object were violated by the laying of 
bets, no matter whether any actual races were run or not, or where 
it was done. 
Gambling can be carried on without any race at all to base 
it on. 
Anything whatever can be assumed to be such a race and 
used as such for the purpose of laying bets. 
It has been done re­ 
peatedly. Without question such betting is fully as bad as wagering 
on an actual race, whether the result of the race is known by actual 
eyesight or by telegraph. 
We need that in administering our laws 
more attention be paid to their spirit, in an effort to make them 
accomplish what was intended by their enactment, and less to the 
technical details of their violation and steps taken for punishment 
of the violators.

CHILD WHO 
STUTTERS SHOULD 
BE GIVEN 
PROMPT ATTENTION 
Experts In disturbances of speech estim ate that 
there are more than 200,000 children in the United 
States who stutter—some more and some less. 
The experts define stuttering as difficult speech, 
and stammering as incorrect speech or mispronun­ 
ciation. 
Stuttering is that form of speech defect 
in which there is difficulty in pronouncing certain 
sounds, with resultant repetition. 
The general conception today is that this disorder 
results from nervous or psychic disturbances—per­ 
haps temperamental—related to anxiety. 
Stutterers do not always have trouble with the 
same sentences or words. The most common sounds 
to cause disturbances and p, b, rn and w. 
The fol­ 
lowing IO phrases are especially suitable for testing 
the presence of stuttering: 
1. 
I want to learn to speak correctly. 
2. 
Electricity. 
3. 
Hippodrome. 
4. 
Hippopotamus. 
5. 
The hippopotamus In the hippodrome. 
6. Water, water everywhere. 
7. Merry maids merrily singing. 
8. 
Bye, bye, baby boy. 
9. 
Sewing shirts for soldiers. 
10. Third nding artillery brigade. 
In the treatment for stuttering the modern inves­ 
tigator considers various factors. 
There may pos­ 
sibly be physcial abnormalities, such as adenoids, 
or abnormal construction of the tongue, the jaws, 
e teeth or the nose. The child who stutters should 
have a careful examination made by an expert to 
determine whether or not such physical conditions 
exist, and, lf so, they should be corrected. 
Since a mental conflict probably exists In each of 
these cases, a person who has studied conduct either 
by psychology, psychoanalysis, or pedagogic meth­ 
ods may attem pt to find out the nature of the con 
filet and to reveal it to the stutterer. 
Sometimes 
this revelation is sufficient to overcome the conflict 
and to curt the condition. 
W hether or not the 
conflict is found, a person trained in such methods 
may, by positive suggestion, create in the Butterer 
a spirit of self-confidence and thus relieve him of 
his over-anxiety. 
Many of the speech schools for stutterers secure 
their results by distracting the attention of tho 
stutterer from his speech through giving him exer­ 
cises, singing or chanting a lesson, breathing rhyth­ 
mically or other technics which take hia mind from 
his speech difficulty.
